Regulating  the  sialfof  the  ai-my. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  -d  meric  a in  Congress  assembled.  That 
so  much  of  the  act  “ fixing  the  military 


peace  establishment  oftheUnited  States” 
passed  the  third  of  Marcli,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  as  relates  to 
hospital  stewards  and  wardmasters,  and 
so  much  of  the  “ Act  for  organizing  the 
general  stall',  and  making  further  provi- 
sion for  the  army  of  the  United  States,” 
passed  .April  twenty  foOrth,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  sixteen,  as  re- 
lates to  ho8|)ital  surgeons,  hos|)ital  sur- 
geon’s mates,  judge  advocates,  chap- 
lains, and  forage,  waggon,  and  barrack 
masters,  and  their  assis*.  n s,  he,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
there  shall  be  one  surgeon-general,  with 
a salary  of  two  thousand  five  Jumdred 
dollars  ppr  annum,  one  assistant  surgeon 
general  with  the  emoluments  of  a hospi- 
tal surgeon,  one  judge  advocate,  with  the 
pay  and  emoluments  of  a topographical 
engineer,  to  each  division,  and  one  chap- 
lain, stationed  at  the  military  academy, 
at  West  Point,  who  shall  also  he  profes- 
sor of  geography,  history  and  ethics,  with 
the  pay  and  emoluments  allowed  the  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics ; and  that  the  nur.i 
her  of  post  surgeons  be  increased,  not  to 
exceed  eight  to  a division. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  rnac/cf/.  That 
so  much  of  the  act  of  tiie  twenty-fourtli 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixteen,  aforesaid,  as  relates  to  the  quar- 
termaster general  of  division,  shall  he 
repealed,  and  the  quartermaster’s  de- 
partment shall  consist,  in  addition  to  the 
two  deputy  quartermasters  general,  and 
the  four  assistant  deputy  quartermasters 
general,  now  authorized,  of  one  quarter- 
master general,  Avith  the  rank,  pay,  and 
emoluments,  of  a brigadier  general,  and 
as  many  assistant  deputy  quartermasters 
general  as  the  President  shall  deem  pro- 
per, not  exceeding  in  the  whole  number, 
twelve. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That 
to  each  commissioned  oflicer  wlio  shall 
he  deranged  by  virtue  of  tliis  act,  there 
shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  in  addition  to 
the  pay  and  emoluments  to  wnich  they 
will  be  entitled,  by  laav,  at  the  time  of 
their  discharge,  three  months  pay  and 
emoluments  ; and  that  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  he  carried  into  efl'ect,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  Juno  next. 

See.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That 
the  pay  and  emoluments  of  the  insjicc- 
lor  generals  of  divisions,  he,  and  arc  here- 
by, raised  to  be  equal  to  the  pay  and  emo- 
luments of  the  adjutant  geneials  of  divi- 
sion. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
as  soon  as  the  state  of  existing  contracts 
for  the  subsistence  of  the  army  sliall  in 
the  o])inion  of  the  President  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  permit  it,  there  sliall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  President,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  one 
commissary  general,  with  the  rank,  pay 
and  emolume  its,  of  colonel  of  orfjnaiice, 
who  sliall,  before  entering  on  the  duties 
of  his  office, giie  bond  and  security  ,in  such 
sum  as  the  President  may  direct,  and  as 
many  assistants,  to  he  taken  from  the  suh- 
alteriisof  the  line,  as  the  service  may  re- 
quire,twenty  dollars  per  month,in  adclition 
to  ilicir  pay  in  the  line,  and  who  shall,  be- 
fore entt  ring  on  the  duties  of  their  office, 
give  bond  and  secui*ity,  in  such  sums  as 
the  President  may  direct.  The  commis- 
sary general  and  his  assistants  shall  per- 
form such  duties  in  purcliasing  and  issu- 
ing of  rations  to  the  army  of  the  United 
Slates  as  tlie  President  may  direct. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,'V\\Tix 
supplies  for  the  army,  unless,  in  particu- 
lar and  urgent  cases,  the  Secretary  of 
War  should  otherwise  direct,  shall  he 
purchased  by  contract,  to  he  made  by 
the  commissary  general  on  public  notice, 
to  he  delivered  on  inspection  in  the  hulk 
and  at  such  places  as  shall  be  stipulated  j 
which  contract  shall  be  made  under  such 
regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  War  may 
direct. 

Sec.  8.  -ind  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  President  may  make  such  alterations 
ill  the  component  parts  of  the  ration  as 
a due  regard  to  the  health  and  comfort 
of  the  army  and  economy  may  require. 

See.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Tliat 
tlie  commissary  general  and  his  assis- 
tants shall  not  be  concerned, directly  or  ii  - 
dircctly,  in  the  purchase  or  sale  in  trade 
or  commerce  of  any  article  entering  into 
the  composition  of  the  ration  allowed  to 
the  troops  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  except  on  account  of  the  United 
States,  nor  shall  such  oflicer  lake  and 
apply  to  his  own  use  any  gain  or  einolu- 
inent  for  regulating  or  transacting  any 
business  connected  with  the  duties  of  his 
office  other  iliaii  what  is  or  may  he  allow- 
ed by  law  ; and  the  commissary  gene- 
ral and  assistants  snail  he  subject  to  mar- 
tial law. 

Sec.  1 0.  And  he  it further  enacted.  That 
all  letters  to  and  from  the  commissary 
general,  wliicli  may  relate  to  his  ofiit  ial 
duties,  snail  be  free  from  postage  : Pro 
vidid,  that  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth, 
ninth,  and  tenth  sections  of  this  act  shall 
continue  and  he  in  force  for  the  term  of 
fnc  years  from  the  passing  of  the  same, 
and  thence  until  the  end  of  the  next  ses- 
sion of  Congre-ss,  and  no  longer.

'TO  CORX-l’l.AN'lER, 

RlOO  .i  cliaii',  (lid  you  s:iy,  tlie  chairs 
lor  the  President’s  house  cost  in  France? 
It  so,  wiiat  kind  of  plate  do  you  think  the 
President  has,  to  match  the  chairs?  I 
reckon  they  'are  made  of  gold,  not  silver, 
and  set  with  pearl  and  diamond — must 
cost  United  Stales  heap  of  money — most 
enough  to  relieve  the  widows  and  or- 
phans of  the  poor  soldiers,  who  fought, 
suffereil  and  died  for  their  country — so 
thought  one  of  my  neighbors  ; and  do 
you  have  the  impudence  to  suppose,  you 
would  know  how  to  rub,  wipe  and  keep 
such  ciiairs  and  plate  in  order.  Mr.  Mon- 
roe would  not  think  of  a corn-planter,  for 
such  genteel  business.  I fear  he  would 
think  an  European  neccss-ary,  to  superin- 
tend that  business  in  styie.  I want  it  my- 
self, so  you  need  not  tliink  of  it — but  if 
you  will  decline,  I’il  tell  you  what  office 
you  may  stand  a chance  for,  after  a while. 
It  will  probably  not  be  long  before  the 
President  will  have  a life-guard,  and  you 
may  get  to  be  one  of  the  rank  and  file. 
Wlien  our  government  will  be  looking 
pretty  well  up  high,  ohl  what  fine  times 
then — so  much  pomp,  parade,  and  gran- 
deur— it  will  dazzle  the  eyes  of  us  back- 
woods  folks,  and  tickle  our  notions  might- 
ily. I see,  Corn-Planter,  tliat  you  have 
a mighty  honing  after  these  fine  things, 
as  well  as  me — but  some  of  my  neigh- 
bors, wlio  call  themselves  democrats 
[what  does  that  mean]  say,  that  of  all 
men  in  the  nation,  the  President  of  the 
United  States  ought  to  avoid  show  and 
extravagance — that  our  government  is 
republican — is  plain  and  sim)ile  in  its 
construction — that  it  was  formed  and 
contrived  for  the  happiness  and  inclepond- 
cnce  of  tlic  people,  and  not  for  pomp  and 
parade,  extravagance  and  profligacy. 
.Aye,  said  anotiier,  that  was  the  way  the 
ancient  republics  of  Rome  and  Greece, 
lost  their  independence  ; when  the  head 
men  of  the  republics  indulged  in  extra- 
vagance and  luxury,  they  were  imitated 
by  others,  until  extravagance  and  luxury 
intoxicated  their  minds,  and  they  began 
to  think  of  ruling  the  people,  instead  of 
the  people  ruling  them  ; and  in  tiic  con- 
test, a Caesar  would  rise,  or  a conqueror 
appear — and  they  also  said,  the  President 
of  the  United  States  ought  to  have  no- 
thing about  liis  person,  his  liouse,  or  equi- 
page, hut  what  was  plain,  neat  and  com- 
fortable— that  in  all  things  he  ought  to 
respond  to  the  character  of  the  govern- 
ment, at  the  head  of  which  he  was.— 
What  think  you  of  such  sluff  as  that, 
Corn-Planter  ? Is  it  not  monstrous  that 
our  President  of  our  great  nation — see 
Our  Franklins  and  Washingtons  on  the 
ocean — a’nt  we  a great  nation  ? and  is  it 
not  monstrous  that  our  President  cant 
imitate  Louis  I8tIi,or  Alexander,  or  the 
Prince  Regent,  without  the  hack-woods 
fellows  making  a fuss  about  it.  I an» 
sure  the  eastern  people  have  more  sense 
than  to  say  aught  against  it.  Our  Presi- 
dent ought  to  he  permitted  to  sit  in  glOO 
chairs  made  in  France,  hy  some  of  the 
Emperor  Napoleon’s  workmen — and  to 
drink  champaigne  out  of  golden  goblets, 
set  in  diamonds  and  pearl — and  to  wear 
silk,  velvet  and  sattin,  set  with  gold  heeds; 
ought’nt  he,  now — all,  too,  at  public  ex- 
pense. Rut  these  neighbors  of  mine, 
talk  very  queer  about  it ; one  of  my 
neighbors  said,  he  thought  Mr.  Monroe 
was  a good  democrat ; but  he  vvas  afraid, 
passing  under  the  eagle  tyed  by  thelcg,  and 
the  triumphal  arches  in  the  east,  had  in- 
jured Ids  ideas;  but  he  would  not  give 
liiin  up  yet.  Another  said  he  did’nt 
liked  such  apings.  I wonder  what 
he  meant  by  that — for,  said  he,  every 
thing  belonging  to  the  government,  ought 
to  he  plain,  neat,  simple,  and  suited  to  its 
purpose,  and  symbolic  of  the  goveni- 
ment,  and  that  he  did  not  like  sucli  han- 
kering after  foreign  agd  extravagant 
things.  I did  not  like  his  talk,  as  I was 
after  having  a tnoiight  of  the  office  t3 
take  care  of  these  fine  things.  I am  a 
journeyman  cabinet  workman,  and  serv- 
ed a while  at  the  jeweller’s  business — sot 
I think  I am  better  qualified  than  a corn- 
planter,  for  the  office— or  any,  but  a fo- 
reigner— and  better  too  than  a foreigner, 
if  the  President  could  think  so;  and  so  E 
get  the  office,  I dont  care  about  the  ex- 
pense, as  ’twill  be  a money  making  bu- 
.siiH  ss.  But  I’ll  tell  you  what.  Jack,  said 
one  of  my  neighbors  to  me,  these  hack- 
woods  peo|)Ic  hate  such  royalty  things, 
and  they  will  be  apt  to  make  a devil  of 
a fuss,  if  Mr.  Monroe  dont  he  very  cau- 
tious. Yes,  said  another  neighbor,  what 
has  become  of  our  old  President  Jeffer- 
son ; he  was  the  man,  he  studied  more 
how  to  he  useful  to  the  nation,  than  to  cut 
a dash  and  live  in  style  ; aye,  said  another, 
he  was  quite  plain  in  his  dress,  his  man- 
ners, and  living — his  object  was  the  good 
of  the  people  and  the  nation,  and  their 
permanent  prosperity  and  freedom — he 
used,  recommended,  and  set  examples  of 
economy.  Oh ! that  we  had  another 
Jefi’ersoii,  exclaimed  another  of  my  neigh- 
bors— and  another,  somewhat  more  bold? 
than  the  rest  said,  he  wondered  what  the 
plague  Congress  was  about,  that  they  suf- 
fered such  extravagance,  and  encourage^ 
meiit  of  foreign  manufactures,  in  exclu- 
sion of  our  own  ; he  said,  ’twas  worae  than

Col.  It.  .U  Johnson. 

SPEECH  of  Ah'.  Barbour  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States,  on  introducing  the  proposition 
for  causing  a sword  to  be  presented  to  Col.  It. 
•W.  Johnson. 

Mr.  1}  ARBOUR  said,  in  availing  him- 
self of  the  notice  given  on  yesterday,  of 
asking  leave  to  introduce  a resolution, 
whose  object  would  b t > present  toCol.  R. 
M.  Johnson  some  testimonial  oi  the  high 
pense  entertained  by  the  nation  of  the  dis- 
tinguis  led  services  rendered  by  him  on 
the  5th  October,  1813,  in  the  battle  on 
the  T.iames,  he  considered  himselfbound 
to  make  a few  remarks,  disclosing  the' 
propriety  of  granting  the  leave  asked,  i 
As  to  the  distinguished  merit  of  Col. 
Johnson,  he  presumed  there  could  be  no 
difference  of  opinion  ; the  only  objection 
tJiat  could  possibly  present  itself  would 
be  the  time  at  which  the  resolution  was 
presented,  or  possibly  the  grade  which 
Col.  Johnson  held  in  the  army.  To  re- 
move these  if  they  exist,  was  all  that  de- 
volved on  him.  As  to  the  objection  of 
time,  it  will  at  once  be  removed  by  re- 
flecting on  that  which  has  just  occurred, 
the  vote  ofthanks  which  has  been  award- 
ed in  favor  of  General  Harrison  and  Go- 
venior  Shelby.  It  is  not  unknown  that 
rumor,  the  result  of  envy,  or  some  other 
bad  passion,  had  attempted  to  tnrow  a 
snade  around  the  character  of  that  dis- 
tinguished commander.  He  felt  as  he 
ought,  and  sought  an  investigation,  to 
vindicate  his  character  from  the  foul  as- 
persions w'hich  had  been  ca,st  upon  it. — 
It,  after  some  delay,  took  place,  and  re- 
sulted i:i  an  honoiable  acquittal.  In  the 
mean  time,  the  venerable  Siielby  was,  at 
his  own  request,  w-ithheld  from  the  no- 
tice oftiie  nation,  as  it  regarded  the  dis- 
tinguished services  he  had  rendered — 
Sheiby,  a name  which  can  neverbe  men- 
tioned without  awakening,  in  every  Ame- 
rican bosom,  emotions  of  gratitude.  I 
se  ; in  this  illustrious  c .aracter  a display 
of  that  love  of  country  and  chivalrous 
spirit  whi  h conceive  1 and  effected  our 
independence,  an  i,  un  ibatedby  age,  it  re 
appeared  to  vindicate  tnose  rights,  to  the 
est  ibiisnment  of  winch,  in  his  more 
youthful  days,  lie  had  so  essentially  con- 
trihuted ; but,  ne  is  as  generous  as  he 
is  brave,  and  lie  refused  to  accept  a tri 
bute  of  respect,  whose  indirect  cons 
quence  might  have  been  a reflection  o 
the  cqmmander  in  chief,  to  whose  zea  , 
pafiTitism  and  capacity  in  conducting 
this  caiiapaign,  he  always  bore  a cheer- 
ful -.'Stiin'iny.  Col.  Jonnson,  influenced 
by  t c sa.ne  sensibility,  peremptorily  re- 
fused to  nis  friends  the  permission  of 
bringing  tnis  subject  before  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people.  I,  however, 
will  bareiy  remark,  in  regard  totliccom- 
in  -.nding  general,  that,  witii  the  regrets 
woic  1 the  delay  of  justice  to  this  citizen 
mus  nec -ss  rily  create,  will  be  mingled 
S'.nv;  cons  Mution  in  the  reflection,  t.iat 
histnaracter  has  been  entii-cly  purified 
fro  . the  censure  \^iich  had ' been  iin- 
pr-iperiy  cast  upon  it ; and  that  the  meed 
now  dispensed  has  the  sanction  of  the 
deliberate  judgment  of  the  nation,  un- 
bi  ssedby  passion  or  tne  false  fire  oftne 
m ).nent.  -He  wiil  now  receive  it  with  a 
gr.tefiil  feeling,  as  the  highest  reward 
w,,ieh  freemen  can  give,  or  a freeman  re-' 
ceive. 

With  regard  to  Col.  Johnson,  it  is  due 
to  li  n to  say,  tnis  proposition  is  now 
made  without  his  consent.  .Mr.  B.  how- 
ever, who  took  pride  in  calling  him  his 
friend,  took  the  responsibility  upon  him- 
self, because  he  thought  it  would  be  an 
act  of  const!  nmate  injustice,  were  no 
lasting  memorial  to  be  ere-.  ted  to  tiie 
valor  wliicii  he'so  signally  displayed  on 
the  occasion  alluded  to.  Another  motive 
■with  Mr.  B.  was,  a notification  on  the 
part  of  Col.  Johnson,  of  his  retiring  from 
public  life.  While  he  regretted  this 
event  as  a serious  loss  to  tiie  public"coun- 
ciis,  ne  was  perfectly  satisfi-cd  that  his 
reasons  were  sutficient  to  justify  it.— 
W ile  upon  this  subject  he  would  barely 
add,  that  he  was  satisfied  it  would  not  lie 
deemed  an  ex  igg.wati  ,n  vv.ien  ne  assert- 
ed, tliatno  .nan  in  Congress  nad  perform-' 
ed  .norc  service  than  Col.  Johnson.  In! 
addition  to  tne  just  claims  of  his  own 
particular  constituents  u|)on  him,  wnat 
part  ol  the  Union  is  it  from  w.dch  appli- 
cations nave  not  been  made  andcneei  ful- 
ly  attended  to  by  this  patriotic  citizen  ? 
So  much  for  the  first  objection  that' 
might  possibly  be  made,  although  he  did! 
not  anticipate  it.  As  to  the  second  dif-; 
ficulty,  that  might  exist  in  t!ie  opinion  of 
some  gentlemen,  the  grade  of  Coi.  Jimn- 
8on— il  there  were  no  precedent  applica- 
ble to  this  case,  .Mr.  B.  would  have  had 
no  difficulty  in  fixing  one.  It  is  the  at- 
tribute of  all  governments  to  adapt  their 
proceedings  to  the  endi.;ss  \ii  issitiides 
which  human  affairs  contimially  present. 
Tne  valor  displayed  by  Col.  j’ohnson  is 
unsurpassed  by  any  example  in  the  an- 
nals of  mankind.  But  it  is  not  now  ne- 
ccssiryto  press  this  question,  because 
you  nave  a precedent  in  tne  case  of  M’- 
Donough  and  his  associstes,  in  tlic  dis- 
ti.iguis.ied 'victory  g.iined  by  them  on 
Lake  Champlirin,  over  a British  squad- 


ron,andsomc  others.  Mr.R.  said,heshould 
but  ill  represent  the  feelings  of  his  friend, 
or  his  own,  if,  in  asking  for  this  tribute  of 
respect,  any  thing  could  be  inferred  from 
what  is  said  or  done,  unfavorable  to  those 
patriotic  officers  holding  grades  betavecn 
Col.  Johnson  and  the  commander  in 
chief.  It  was  but  justice  to  them  to  say 
that,  had  it  been  their  good  fortune,  on 
the  day  of  battle,  to  have  had  the  post  of 
honor,  they  would  have  acquired  those 
laurels,  so  dearly  earned  by  Col.  Johnson. 
Generous  as  brave,  so  far  from  looking 
with  an  eye  of  envy  upon  this  honorable 
tribute  of  gratitude,  dispensed  in  behalf 
of  this  distinguished  citizen,  they  will 
warmly  par'.icipatc  in  the  fine  feelings 
with  which  Col.  Johnson  will  receive 
this  mark  of  his  country’s  distinction. 

As  to  the  merit  of  Colonel  Johnson  to 
this  evidence  of  our  gratitude,  .Mr.  B. 
said,  he  had  already  declared  that  upon 
thii  point  there  could  be  no  difference 
of  opinion.  To  expatiate  upon  it,  would 
be  unnecessary  ; yet  he  could  not  dis 
miss  this  subject  without  briefly  enume- 
rating sora»  of  the  leading  acts  of  his 
public  lilt,  so  far  at  least  as  they  connect 
themselves  with  the  question  under  con- 
sideration. 

Let  it  then  be  remembered  that  he  was 
zealously  in  favor  of  the  war.  Not  con- 
tent with  the  distinguished  pl.acc  he  held 
in  the  councils  of  the  nation,  he  patriotic- 
ally resolved  to  vindicate  with  his  own 
arm  those  rights  which  he  had  so  man- 
fully asserted  while  voting  for  the  decla 
ration  of  war.  He  erects  his  standard, 
and  proclaims  his  purpose  ; and,  although 
much  was  to  have  been  expected  from 
the  patriotism^  the  zeal,  the  enter- 
prize,  and  courage  of  Kentucky — a 
people  Mr.  B.  delighted  to  honor,  as,  in 
addition  to  their  merit,  he  considered 
them  his  own  kindred,  thousands  of  his 
near  and  highly  respected  relations  be 
ing  there — although,  he  said,  much  was 
to  have  been  expected,  yet,  when  we  re- 
flect upon  the  devotedness  of  those  ohl 
and  young,  rich  and  poor,  rallying  around 
tiie  stall'  ard  of  their  country,  we  sec  a 
new  subject  of  admiration. 

In  doing  justice  to  those  patriots,  let 
it  not  be  understood  that  any  invidiousdis- 
tincrion  is  intended  to  be  made  in  their 
favor.  Mr.  B.  said  he  well  knew  that 
illustrious  examples  of  courage  and  pa- 
triotism were  exhibited  in  otner  portions 
ol  the  Union,  and  on  all  proper  occasions 
he  was  prepared  to  lift  his  feeble  voice 
to  do  them  ample  justice.  But,  to  return 
to  the  patriotic  volunteers,  who  embodi- 
ed at  the  call  of  Colonel  Jonnson,  display- 
ing a spectacle  as  honorable  to  them- 
selves as  to  Colonel  Johnson,  manifesting 
the  high  confidence  they  reposed  in  this 
tlieir  illustrious  citizens  these  brave  men, 
leaving  their  homes  and  their  domestic 
blessings,  and,  weighing  the  honor  of 
their  country  and  the  defence  of  her 
rignts,  against  the  privations  and  hazanls 
of  war,  willingly  accepted  them  as  an 
equivalent.  Undeterred  by  the  diflicul- 
ties  or  dangers  to  whicli  they  are  about 
to  be  exposed,  they  fearlessly  commit 
tnc  .iseives  to  the  trackless  desert,  to  the 
secret  dangers  of  the  ambuscaded  savage, 
or  the  mor.  open  perrils  of  their  less  sa- 
v.igeaili  s Aiiighto  misf.  r n ha  sh  d 
its  disastro\is  gioom  over  our  aff.iirs. — 
It  was  given  to  Commodore  Berry  to  turn 
back  toe  tide  of  adversity  upon  the  foun- 
tain from  vvnich  it  flowed.  Lake  Erie 
was  r.  s.rved  for  the  display  of  the  bril-i 
iiant  superiority  of  .American  bravery  and* 
seamaiisnip  over  our  then  haughty  foe, 
achieving  a victory  winch,  in  tne  lan- 
guage of  President  .Mailison,  will  fill  an 
eariy  page  in  our  naval  annals,  as  hawingi 
never  been  surpassed  in  lustre,  however 
much  it  may  have  been  in  magnitude.— 

1 no  Way  .laving  been  opened,  the  com- 
manding general  and  his  veteran  asso- 
ciate, with  liromptitude,  availed  them- 
selves of  the  o|)portunity  tnus  offered,  to 
throw  themselves  into  the  enemy’s  coun- 
try, and  pursuing,  with  unanimity  and 
with  an  unexampled  rapidity,  (o!  which 
p u s lit  Col.  Jonnson  led  the  van,)  speed- 
ily overtook  them.  The  battle  is  ar 
rayed  ; t.ie  post  of  ho.ior,  for  such  he 
made  it,  is  assigned  Colonel  Johnnson.

civilized  life,and  the  bonefits  ofmiiitarv, 
e.xperiencc,  .le  would  have  been  one  of| 
t le  m ist  distinguisned  captains  of  the!

wnen  we  -uperadd  that  his  associates!

Fai 
different  was  the  conflict  with  t^ic  savage 
foe  j there  man  was  opposed  to  man,  in 


single  combat,  rifle  to  rifle,  an.l  tema- 
ha-.vk  to  tomahawk  ; wounds  aiid  deal;, 
were  mutually  dealt  out.  Colonel  Joli.i- 
son,  early  in  the  combat,  received  two 
severe  wounds,  attended  with  the  loss  of 
much  blood.  In  this  trying  crisis,  an  or- 
dinary courage  would  have  retired  from 
the  combat  ; on  nim  it  hail  a diffaren 
effect.  It  seemed  to  impart  to  him  new 
courage,  which  manifested  itseif  in  a 
prodigy  of  valor,  which  loses  notniiig  in 
a comparison  with  the  most  splendid 
achievement  recorded  in  the  w.iole  es 
tent  of“  backward  time.”  Caili.ig  around 
him  twenty  spirits,  tne  bravest  among  the 
‘brave,  he  resolved,  at  their  head,  to  pre 
cipitate  himself  on  the  fi.-rcest  part  of 
the  conflict,  where  Tecumseli  in  pi-rson 
commanded,  and  who  was  the  soul  of  the 
battle.  Ol  these  daring  siiiri:^!. Compos- i 
ing  the  forlorn  hojic,  one  only  escaped, 
riie  others  were  all  cut  down,  some  to 
rise  no  more  ; the  remainder  mangled 
by  numerous  wounds,  of  w iich  the  sub- 
ject of  the  present  resolution  had  his  me- 
lancholy share.  Bleeding,  exhausted  by  j 
effusion  of  blood,  and  alone,  his  fate  seem-: 
ed  inevitable,  when  Tecumseh,  cool  and 
collected,  approaclied  with  his  unerring' 
rifle  and  ruthless  tomahawk.  It  pleased; 
Providence  to  interpose.  .Amidst  uni-'; 
versal  carnage,  and  in  thd  teetii  of  ap-| 
proaching  death.  Colonel  Johnson  re-! 
mat^vd  undismayed,  and  liurled  at  Tc- 
cumselithat  death  which  had  been  pre- 
pared for  him.  This  is  the  man  and  the 
services  to  whicli  Mr.  B.  wished  an  ho- 
norable testimonji  t.)  be  erected,  one 
more  lasting  than  that  which  is  found  in 
the  evanescent  papers  of  the  day.  If  any 
thing  was  necessary  to  be  ailded  in  sup- 
port of  the  high  claims  of  this  distinguish- 
ed citizen  upon  the  gratitude  of  his  conn-; 
try,  it  would  be"  found  in  the  honorable 
notice  taken  of  him  oy  the  commanding 
general,  and  repeated,  in  the  most  flat- 
tering manner,  by  President  .Madison,  in| 
communicating  the  result  of  the  battle  toi 
Congress.  But  it  is  more  than  unneexs- 
siry  to  furnish  any  additional  proofs. — 
Wherever  there  is  an  -American,  the 
.courage  and  services  of  Col.  Jonnson  are 
known  and  applauded.  Mr.  B.  indulg- 
ed a hope,  bordering  on  confidence,  that 
the  measure  he  now  proposed  would  re- 
ceive the  unanimous  consent  oftne  Se- 
nate, for  in  that  unanimity  its  principal 
merit  would  consist.

trial  gro,  nd  aione.  It  vvoiihl  be  r.col-

rahe.  re',  olutioiiarv  [lutriot  St  rk  vv  as  ;;n- 
tlcrdisi  i!S»;ion  tnis  niurniii  and  had  pro- 
posed to  devote  the  Sunday’s  sr  ssion  ex- 
clusively to  biisniess  ol  that  description.

Ml  iis’  11  to  lay  bclurc  oui  r.aii-.rs 
the  following  particulars,  vvnicn  liave 
just  readied  us,  of  the  treacherous  at- 
lack  made  by  the  Rajaii  ol  Bcrar  on  the 
Biliis  force  at  Nagpore,  on  the  nig-itof 
the  28tli  Nov.  vviiicn  terininat.'d  in  the 
conqileie  discomfiture  of  the  cne.ny,  ai,cl 
cov  Cling  our  small  but  intre[>ki  ba  d of 
foiccs,  with  glory.  However  much  we 
lament  such  base  instances  of  treachery, 
proli'ssed  alliance  vvith  the 
Britisli  authority,  as  have  licen  Shown  by 
tiie  govei'nments  of  Foonali  and  Beiar, 
the  former  of  vvhicii  has  aircatly  experi- 
enced such  manifest  benefits  from  its 
conucegion  vv  itii  us — benefits,  vvliich  would 
have  likevyise  been  extentled  under  me 
late  subsidiary  treaty  (trad  it  not  been  vi- 
oiaterl)  to  Berar,  since  that  state,  pernaps, 
has  lieen  more  exposed  man  any  other  in 
India,  to  the  dcpreiiations  of  the  Pi'.ida- 
ries  ; yet,  as  open  hostility  to  sueii  go- 
vernmeiits,  is  far  [ireferable  to  deceit- 
ful Iriendsliip,  we  can  hardly  fail  fi  ■om 
congratulating  our  countrymen  on  these 
events,  as  tney  have  not' omy  afibrdctl 
tresh  examples  of  the  great  superiority 
ot  our  brave  troops  over  the  an-nles  of 
the  natives,  however  numerous,  but  wiil, 
no  doubt,  ultimately  lead  to  piace  the 
British  authority  in  India  on  a firmer 
ooting,  and  peace  on  a more  permanent 
basis.  U e lament,  however,  tliat  the  loss 
on  tne  present  occasion  has  fallen  so  hea- 
vny  on  our  gallant  officers. 

On  t.ie  2ith  of  November,  at  sun  set, 
the  Kajali  opr  ned  a tremendous  cannon- 
avmig  troni  several  p . c.s  of  artillery 
(one  a.-roimt  says  5o)  upon  the  British 
lorces  stati-jiierJ  at  Na,.pore,  in  iheir  po- 
sition in  rear  of  the  resiueiicy,  composed 


of  the  brigade  of  Madras  infantiy,  and 
three  troops  of  Bengal  cavalry,  in  all 
about  1500  men,  under  the  command  of 
col.  H.  Scott,  who  kept  up  a destructive 
lire  until  11  o’clock  the  next  day.  In 
the  course  of  the  morning  a large  body 
of  Arabs  charged  a small  eminence  in 
our  position,  and  carried  it.  Upon  which 
the  whole  of  the  Rajah’s  army,  consist- 
ing of  20,000  men,  advanced  to  the  at- 
tack of  our  small  force.  The  three 
troops  of  cavalry  charged,  in  a most  he- 
roic and  gallant  manner,  an  enormous 
body  of  the  enemy’s  horse,  drove  them 
back,  and  took  from  them  their  guns.  In 
the  mean  time,  our  line  charged  bayo- 
nets on  a small  eminence,  which  was  re- 
taken, and  a tremendous  havoc  made  a- 
mong  the  Arab  troops  who  defended  it. 
After  the  Arabs  had  been  dislodged  by 
the  bayonets  of  the  native  infantry,  they 
avere  t ken  in  the  flank  by  the  cavalry, 
who  destroyed  great  numbers  of  them. 
After  an  action  of  1 1 houi-s,  the  enemy 
were  defeated  at  all  points,  and  at  eleven 
o’clock  in  the  morning,  the  Rajah  drew 
off  his  troops,  leaving  us  in  complete 
possession  of  the  field. 

VVe  understand  that  the  Rajah’s  troops 
arecompletcly  dispirited,  that  His  High- 
ness has  sent  to  the  Resident,  stating, 
that  the  attack  was  made  against  his  will, 
and  requesting  a cessation  of  hostilities. 
Another  account  states  he  seemed  dis- 
posed to  submit  to  any  terms  we  might 
offer  him.  Our  loss  is  severe — 300 
killed  and  wounded,  &c. 

Since  the  attack,  the  small  heroic 
band  has  been  joined  by  a Bengal  bat- 
tali  n and  the  remainder  of  the  6th  Ca- 
valry, as  well  as  with  two  battalions  and 
1500  hors",  under  Major  Fitnar,  of  the 
Nizam  Service,  the  light  division  was  al- 
so marching  at  Nagpore,  at  the  rate  of 
18  or  20  miles  per  day,  and  expected  to 
arrive  there  on  the  lath  of  Dec.

LATEST  FROM  THK  SOfTIIEUN  ARMY. 
The  following  is  an  extract  of  a letter  to  a gen- 
tleman of  Uichmond,  from  an  officer — elat- 
ed “ roRT  srorr,  march  28. 

“ I suspect  Gen.  G liues’s  wi\  ck  will 
form  tiie  most  striking  circumstance  of 
this  campai  n.  Thougii  there  has  been 
no  scanty  share  of  privation,  of  dangerj 
and  of  hards  iip,  we  shall  have  little  to 
make  a“fJazette”  of — especially  from 
the  present  fore  employed.  There  are 
now  on  t ie  march  to  the  Mickasucky 
town,  (about  60  miies  from  this  post  just 
below  the  Spanish  line)  about  3600  w ,iti  s 
and  1 400  Indians,  besides  a thousand 
mount,  d Tennessee  troops,  which  are 
es  ery  moment  expected.  On  our  cross- 
ing the  line,  wr.ich  the  hostile  party  had 
been  led  to  believe  we  would  not  do,  the 
Indians  scattered  very  much  ; indeed,  I 
am  inclined  to  believe,  that  mostofthosc 
who  have  committed  no  actual  hostility 
against  us  have  dispersed  themselv.s  to 
avoid  the  impending  storm.  TheMick- 
asuckics,  who  are  the  m.ist  powerful 
town  which  was  considered  hostile,  (rat- 
ed at  500  warriors)  are  said  to  have  re- 
turned to  their  homes;  and,  it  is  sup- 
posed by  many,  will  yield  without  a stroke. 
’The  same  terms  which  were  formerly 
offered,  “ the  giving  up  the  murderers,”  i 
will  be  now  adhered  to  on  our  part.  I 
do  not  think  there  are  now  500  Indians  I 
inarms  against  us.  The  old  Negro  Fort 
has  b en  made  tenable,  merely,  I be- 
lieve, as  a place  of  d posit.”— AViyu/rcr.
